THE  MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT  OF  THE 
UNIVERSITY  OF  BUFFALO 

IN  the  year  1845  steps  were  taken  preparatory  to  the  founding  of  a 
university  in  Buffalo,  and  a charter  was  granted  by  the  state  legis- 
lature, May  11,  1846.  The  University  today  comprises  a College  of 
Arts  and  Sciences,  and  four  professional  schools,  the  departments  of 
Medicine,  Law,  Dentistry  and  Pharmacy  (the  latter  conducting  also 
a course  in  Analytical  Chemistry).  Future  development  is  provided  for 
by  150  acres  of  land  at  the  north  line  of  the  city,  upon  which  additional 
buildings  will  be  erected.  The  Seymour  H.  Knox  Foundation,  amount- 
ing ultimately  to  $500,000,  and  a conditional  gift  of  $250,000  from  Gen- 
eral Edmund  Hayes  form  an  encouraging  step  toward  the  adequate 
endowment  of  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences. 

Administration 

The  administration  of  the  Medical  Department  is  vested  in  the 
University  Council,  the  Dean,  the  Secretary,  the  Faculty,  and  two  boards 
— the  Administrative  Board  and  the  Board  of  Instruction.  The  Faculty, 
with  voting  power  extended  to  all  members  of  the  staff,  except  instruc- 
tors of  less  than  five  years’  service,  nominates  the  Administrative 
Board  from  professors  of  any  grade,  and  associates,  the  term  of  service 
being  five  years.  The  Administrative  Board  has  nominating  power  over 
the  offices  of  Dean  and  Secretary,  and  over  positions  on  the  Faculty. 
The  University  Council  makes  all  appointments,  except  those  on  standing 
committees,  which  are  subject  to  vote  of  the  Faculty.  The  Adminis- 
trative Board  governs  finance  and  business  relations.  The  Board  of 
Instruction,  formed  from  heads  of  teaching  departments  or  delegates 
named  by  them,  determines  educational  and  disciplinary  policies. 

Building  and  Equipment 

The  building  is  on  High  Street,  near  Main  Street,  one  block  from 
the  General  Hospital.  It  contains  laboratories  for  anatomy,  physiology 
and  pharmacology,  chemistry,  histology  and  embryology,  pathology,  and 
bacteriology.  The  main  lecture  room  is  provided  with  a film  machine 
and  fireproof  booth,  and  the  anatomical  laboratory  with  X-ray  room 
containing  apparatus  for  fluroscopic  studies  and  demonstrations. 

Land  adjacent  to  the  site  of  the  main  building  and  facing  on 
Goodrich  street,  has  been  purchased  and  construction  of  a commodious 
laboratory  wing  to  consist  of  three  floors  and  basement  is  now  well  un- 
der way. 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  new  laboratory  wing  the  Medical 
Department  will  have  provided,  by  means  of  this  new  construction 
and  by  changes  made  in  the  main  building  during  the  past  year, 
adequate  teaching  space  for  all  of  the  laboratory  subjects.  The  third 
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floor  of  the  main  building  has  been  equipped  for  the  Department  of 
Pathology  and  Bacteriology.  The  fourth  floor  has  been  extensively 
remodeled  and  is  devoted  to  the  uses  of  the  Department  of  Anatomy, 
and  includes  a new  laboratory  which  has  been  provided  for  Histology, 
Embryology  and  Neuro- Anatomy. 

The  Departments  of  Physiology,  Chemistry  and  Pharmacology  will 
occupy  the  three  floors  of  the  new  laboratory  wing,  each  department 
being  assigned  one  entire  floor.  This  arrangement  will  also  provide 
each  department  with  private  laboratories  for  the  prosecution  of 
research. 

In  the  near  future  the  room  now  occupied  by  the  Dean  of  the 
Pharmacy  Department,  and  the  small  office  adjoining  will  be  given 
over  to  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  Medical  Department. 

The  museum  provides  a large  and  increasing  number  of  normal  and 
pathological  specimens,  catalogued  for  ready  withdrawal  in  teaching, 
and  is  constantly  used. 

The  library  contains  files  of  leading  American  and  foreign  journals 
of  clinical  medicine  and  of  the  medical  sciences.  The  private  medical 
library  of  the  late  Dr.  Roswell  Park — a valuable  collection  of  books, 
journals  and  reprints — was  generously  bequeathed  to  the  College  by  the 
terms  of  Dr.  Park’s  will.  The  privileges  of  this,  as  of  other  depart- 
ments of  the  library,  are  at  the  disposal  of  the  medical  public. 

Instruction 

Laboratory  and  clinical  teaching  is  developed  by  means  of  instruc- 
tion in  small  groups  with  the  record  of  each  student’s  work  carefully 
kept  on  file  in  the  College  office.

During  the  last  year  the  new  City  Hospital,  with  its  modern  equip- 
ment and  large  capacity,  both  of  which  are  being  constantly  added  to, 
has  been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Medical  Department  for  use  in 
clinical  teaching.  This  is  a splendid  acquisition  to  the  clinical  facilities 
of  the  school,  and  with  the  development  of  the  City  of  Buffalo  and  of 
the  City  Hospital,  this  institution  is  expected  to  become  one  of  its  prin- 
cipal clinical  centers. 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Both  1 and  2,  as  stated  below,  are  requisite  for  admission  to  this 
School. 

1.  Two  years  of  work  in  an  approved  college  or  scientific  school, 

which  must  include  chemistry  (inorganic  and  organic),  physics,  biology, 
English,  and  a modern  language.  The  balance  of  the  two  years  of  work 
to  be  in  elective  subjects.  Subjects  strongly  urged:  additional  chem- 

istry, additional  English,  psychology,  comparative  anatomy,  advanced 
mathematics,  sociology,  economics.  College  work  must  be  preceded 
by  a four-year  high  school  course. 

(a)  Language  Requirements: 

Six  semester  hours  of  English. 

Reading  knowledge  of  French  or  German. 

(b)  Science  Requirements: 

Inorganic  Chemistry:  A minimum  of  eight  semester  hours, 

of  which  at  least  four  should  be  laboratory  work. 

Organic  Chemistry:  A minimum  of  four  semester  hours,  of 

which  at  least  two  should  be  laboratory  work. 

Physics:  A minimum  of  eight  semester  hours,  of  which  at 
least  two  should  be  laboratory  work. 

Biology:  A minimum  of  eight  semester  hours,  of  which  at 

least  four  should  be  laboratory  work.  This  requirement  may 
be  satisfied  by  a course  of  eight  semester  hours  in  either 
general  biology  or  zoology,  or  by  a course  of  four  semester 
hours  each  in  zoology  and  botany,  but  not  by  botany  alone. 

2.  Students  are  required  to  file  in  the  college  office  a medical 
student  qualifying  certificate  issued  by  the  State  Department  of  Educa- 
tion. This  is  required  by  the  laws  of  the  State.  Such  certificate  may 
be  secured  from  the  Director  of  Professional  Examinations,  Albany, 
N.  Y.,  by  fulfilling  the  following  requirements: 

“The  satisfactory  completion  of  not  less  than  60  semester  hours 
in  an  approved  college  of  liberal  arts  and  science  after  the  com- 
pletion of  an  approved  high  school  course  or  its  equivalent  as  shown 
by  examinations  conducted  by  an  examining  board  or  by  an  examiner 
approved  by  an  authorized  accredited  agency.  The  60  semester  hours 
must  include:  chemistry,  12  hours;  physics,  6 or  8 hours;  biology,  6 Or  8 
hours;  English  composition  and  literature,  6 hours.  A modern  foreign 
language,  comparative  vertebrate  anatomy,  psychology  and  social  science 
are  recommended.” 

Pre-medical  work  is  given  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  of 
this  University.  (See  page  42.) 
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Definition  of  a credit  hour:  A semester  hour  is  the  credit  value 

of  sixteen  weeks’  work  consisting  of  one  lecture  or  recitation  period 
per  week,  each  period  to  be  not  less  than  fifty  minutes  net,  at  least 
two  hours  of  laboratory  work  to  be  considered  as  the  equivalent  of  one 
lecture  or  recitation  period. 

Application. — -It  is  desirable  that  candidates  make  application  early  in  the 
spring  in  order  that  deficiencies  may  be  made  up,  if  possible,  by  attending  sum- 
mer sessions.  This  is  particularly  desirable  for  candidates  who  have  a sufficient 
time  credit  in  college  work,  but  who  lack  some  part  of  the  necessary  courses 
in  language,  chemistry,  physics  or  biology. 

A blank  form  for  filing  college  credits  will  be  furnished  by  the  Registrar 
upon  application,  which  must  be  filled  out,  signed  and  sealed  by  the  authorities 
of  the  college  at  which  the  applicant  has  taken  his  preliminary  education.  A 
detailed  statement  of  high  school  work  is  also  required. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing. — In  only  exceptional  instances  will  students 
be  admitted' to  advanced  standing.  All  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine  desiring  to  be  admitted  to  advanced  standing  must  secure  from  the 
State  Educational  Department,  Albany,  N,  Y.,  a medical  student  qualifying 
certificate,  and  must  present  evidence  that  they  have  satisfactorily  completed, 
in  an  approved  medical  school,  the  courses  for  which  exemption  is  desired. 
Admission  to  the  fourth-year  class  may  be  effected  only  by  special  action  of  the 
Administrative  Board. 

Date  of  Matriculation. — All  students  in  the  regular  course  for  the  degree 
of  M.  D.  are  expected  to  matriculate  not  later  than  two  days  after  the  beginning 
of  the  academic  year,  except  on  written  permission  of  the  Dean.  But  ho  student 
may  be  matriculated  later  than  one  week  after  the  beginning  of  the  academic 
year. 

Graduate  and  Special  Students.— Graduates  in  medicine  and  special  students 
are  admitted  to  the  regular  course  of  instruction  in  any  branch  which  they  are 
qualified  to  undertake  on  presenting  satisfactory  credentials  to  the  Secretary, 
and  making  proper  arrangements  with  reference  to  fees.

MICROSCOPES— Special  Notice 

Each  student  is  required  to  be  provided  with  a modern  compound  microscope 
of  his  own  when  he  enters  upon  the  medical  course.  Prospective  students  are 
urged  to  complete  arrangements  in  regard  to  microscopes  well  in  advance  of  the 
opening  of  the  University  year.  Special  terms  have  been  secured  whereby 
microscopes  may  be  obtained  at  net  prices,  with  ample  time  allowance  for 
making  payments. 

RULES  GOVERNING  FEES 

1.  MATRICULATION.— The  matriculation  fee  of  $5  shall  be  paid  by  each 
first-year  student  before  entering  upon  his  course. 

2.  TUITION. — The  tuition  fee  for  each  of  the  four  years  shall  be  $225.00. 
Special  students  shall  pay  for  each  course  a proportionate  part  of  the  tuition. 

3.  PAYMENT. — The  tuition  fee  shall  be  paid  in  three  parts;  $90  before  the 
beginning  of  the  academic  year,  $75  before  the  beginning  of  the  second  term, 
and  $75  before  the  beginning  of  the  third  term.  Non-compliance  with  this  rule 
shall  be  ground  for  dismissal. 
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4.  DEPOSIT. — A deposit  of  $5  shall  be  required  annually  of  each  student 
upon  entering,  to  cover  laboratory  breakage  or  any  damage  or  loss  to  the  build- 
ing or  its  equipment,  and  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of  matriculation.  This 
deposit  shall  be  refunded  at  the  end  of  each  annual  session  after  deducting  the 
amount  covering  any  such  breakage,  damage  or  loss.  Any  amount  thus  incurred 
in  excess  of  the  deposit  shall  be  paid  as  a prerequisite  to  re-matriculation  or 
graduation.  Deposits  not  called  for  within  ten  days  after  Commencement  shall 
not  be  refunded. 

5.  REBATE  FOR  WITHDRAWAL . — :Any  student  obliged  to  withdraw  for 
no  misdemeanor,  but  for  good  and  sufficient  reason  to  be  determined  by  the 
Administrative  Board,  shall,  if  his  withdrawal  take  place  previous  to  two  months 
before  the  end  of  the  academic  year,  be  entitled  to  a return  of  three-fourths 
of  the  tuition  fee  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  Such  remission  shall  date  from 
the  reception  by  the  Secretary  of  a written  notice  of  withdrawal. 

6.  CHECKS. — All  checks,  drafts,  etc.,  shall  be  made  payable  to  the 
Secretary. 


RULES  GOVERNING  EXAMINATIONS 

1.  STANDING. — The  standing  of  students  shall  be  estimated  at  the  end  of 
each  academic  year  in  all  the  subjects  of  that  year,  and  shall  be  based  on  the 
work  of  the  student  during  the  course  as  well  as  upon  the  final  written,  oral,  or 
practical  examinations. 

2.  GRADES. — The  examination  grades  shall  be  upon  a scale  of  100.  Each 
student  must  attain  at  least  75  per  cent,  in  each  and  every  group.  In  grading 
examinations,  laboratory  work  shall  be  counted  together  with  the  class-room 
instruction  in  any  laboratory  course  as  one  branch;  but  a mark  of  at  least  75 
must  be  attained  in  each. 

3.  CONDITIONS. — A student  of  the  first,  second,  or  third  year  .who  fails  to 
pass  the  final  examinations  in  not  more  than  two  subjects  shall  be  permitted, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Instruction,  to  have  a second  examination  in 
those  branches  in  which  he  is  deficient,  during  the  week  preceding  the  opening 
of  the  ensuing  annual  session.  Such  a student  shall  be  known  as  a conditioned 
student  and  the  examination  a condition  examination.  Any  student  failing  in 
both  branches  at  this  second  examination  shall  be  required  to  repeat  all  the 
studies  of  the  preceding  year,  excepting  those  in  which  the  mark  attained  is  90 
or  over.  If  the  failure  is  in  a single  branch  only,  the  student  shall  be  allowed, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Instruction,  to  pass  to  the  next  year  on  con- 
dition that  the  branch  in  which  the  failure  occurs  be  made  up  before  the  first  of 
November  following;  but  such  examination  is  to  be  conducted  as  a special  exam- 
ination under  Rule  4.  If  the  student  fails  to  pass  this  special  examination,  he 
shall  be  required  to  repeat  the  year  as  above  provided. 

Conditioned  students  taking  a summer  course  in  any  subject  shall  be  allowed 
an  examination  in  the  same,  said  examination  to  be  substituted  for  the  condition 
examination,  provided  this  examination  cover  the  same  ground. 

4.  ABSENCE  FROM  EXAMINATION. — Any  student  failing  to  appear  at  a 
final  or  condition  examination  shall  not  be  admitted  to  further  examination 
except  by  consent  of  the  Board  of  Instructors.  With  such  consent,  however,  he 
shall  be  permitted  to  have  a special  examination,  for  which  there  shall  be  a fee 
of  $5  for  each  subject,  payable  to  the  Registrar. 

5.  EXAMINATION  TICKET. — Students  shall  be  required  to  present  each 
year,  before  final  examination,  an  examination  ticket  signed  by  the  Secretary, 
This  ticket  shall  be  issued  only  to  students  who  have  made  satisfactory  arrange- 
ments with  reference  to  fees. 

6.  ADVANCEMENT. — All  students,  before  they  may  be  advanced  from  one 
year  to  the  next,  shall  have  their  names  acted  upon  by  the  Board  of  Instruction, 
in  consultation  with  their  instructors ; and,  in  the  case  of  candidates  for  gradu- 
ation, by  the  Administrative  Board. 

7.  GRADUATION. — Examinations  shall  be  given  in  all  subjects  in  which 
there  has  been  instruction  in  the  fourth  year. 
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Candidates  who  attain  a general  average  of  90  or  more,  during  the  entire 
medical  course,  shall  be  considered  to  have  gained  honors.  The  examination 
average  shall  be  based  on  the  examination  grades  received  in  this  department 
of  this  university  only. 

There  shall  be  no  re-examination  of  unsuccessful  candidates  for  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Medicine  except  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  Administrative  Board.. 

Rejected  candidates  shall  be  required  to  attend  all  the  instruction  during 
the  ensuing  session,  pass  examinations  in  every  branch  of  the  fourth  year,  except- 
ing those  in  which  a mark  of  90  has  been  obtained,  and  pay  all  the  regular  fees 
of  such  session  in  accordance  with  the  rules. 

8.  STATE  EXAMINATIONS. — All  students  are  required  to  take  the  partial 
state  examination,  as  provided  by  the  Board  of  Regents,  at  the  end  of  their 
second  year. 

Negligence  on  the  part  of  any  student  with  respect  to  fulfilling  the  legal 
requirements  of  any  state  in  which  he  intends  to  practice  medicine  shall  be 
regarded  by  the  Administration  as  evidence  of  unfitness . 


NEW  YORK  STATE  BOARD  EXAMINATIONS 

In  1907  the  medical  law  was  amended,  giving  the  Regents  power  to  admit 
conditionally  to  the  licensing  examinations  in  Anatomy,  Physiology,  and  Chem- 
istry, applicants  certified  as  having  studied  medicine  not  less  than  two  full  years 
of  at  least  nine  months  each,  including  two  satisfactory  courses  of  at  least  seven 
months  each,  in  two  different  calendar  years,  in  a medical  school  registered  as 
maintaining  at  the  time  a satisfactory  standard;  provided  that  such  applicants 
are  more  than  nineteen  years  of  age,  of  good  moral  character,  have  the  requisite 
preliminary  education,  and  pay  the  fee  of  $25;  the  final  examinations  in  Hygiene 
and  Sanitation,  Surgery,-  Obstetrics,  and  Gynecology,  Pathology,  including  Bac- 
teriology and  Diagnosis,  to  be  made  after  having  finished  the  full  period  of  study 
and  having  received  the  medical  degree.

SPECIAL  RULES 

Requisite i for  Graduation.— A candidate  for  graduation  shall  be  at 
least  twenty-one  years  of  age;  shall  be  of  good  moral  character;  shall 
give  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  studied  medicine  at  least  four 
school  years,  including  four  satisfactory  courses  of  at  least  thiry-  three 
weeks  each  (in  four  different  calendar  years)  in  an  acceptable  medical 
college,  and  the  fourth  year  at  least  shall  have  been  spent  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Buffalo;  and  shall  have  filed  with  the  Secretary  the  Regents’ 
Medical  Student  Certificate  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  tne  State  of 
New  York. 

The  candidate  shall  also  have  complied  with  the  rules  governing  ex- 
aminations and  the  payment  of  fees,  and  all  other  rules  governing  the 
Department  of  Medicine  of  this  University. 

Attendance. — Full  attendance  upon  all  courses  shall  be  required.  A 
record  of  attendance  shall  be  kept  by  each  teacher,  who  shall  make  a 
monthly  report  thereon  to  the  Registrar;  and  any  student  wnose  at- 
tendance falls  below  80  per  cent,  in  any  course  shall  not  be  eligible  for 
examination  in  that  course. 

Registration  After  Recess. — Every  student  shall  register  at  the  col- 
lege office  on  the  first  day  of  instruction  following  the  recess  at  Christ- 
mas, or  other  recess  designated  as  subject  to  this  rule.  Exception  to 
this  rule  shall  be  made  only  upon  written  permission  of  the  Dean. 
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Athletics. — A standard  of  eligibility  on  the  basis  of  scholarship  and 
conduct  shall  be  rigidly  enforced  by  the  Committee  on  Athletics,  which 
shall  frame  rules  governing  this  and  all  other  matters  affecting  the 
welfare  and  control  of  athletics  in  this  department  of  the  University, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Instruction. 

Change  of  Rules  and  Fees. — The  administration  shall  reserve  the 
right,  at  the  end  of  an  academic  year,  to  change  any  rule  governing 
matriculation,  graduation  or  fees,  or  to  alter  the  amount  of  fees  for 
subsequent  years. 

Conduct. — So-called  initiation  of  freshmen,  hazing  in  any  form,  or 
any  other  disreputable  or  disorderly  conduct  within  the  precincts  of  the 
University,  shall  be  strictly  prohibited  and  shall  render  offenders  liable 
to  expulsion.  The  conduct  of  a student  at  all  times  and  in  all  places 
shall  be  regarded  by  the  Administration  as  affecting  his  standing  in  the 
college. 

Withdrawal. — The  Administration  shall  reserve  the  right  to  require 
the  withdrawal  of  any  student  at  any  time  whenever  it  is  manifest  that 
he  is  incompetent  for  his  work,  or  for  any  other  reason  unfitted  to  con- 
tinue his  course.

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AFFILIATION  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  HOSPITALS  AND 
DISPENSARIES  WITH  THE  MEDICAL  SCHOOL 
OF  THE  UNIVERSITY 

The  city  hospitals  and  dispensaries  have  been  recently  placed  in 
the  closest  possible  co-ordination  with  the  medical  department  of  the 
University  of  Buffalo.  The  various  departments  of  the  hospitals 
have  therefore  been  placed  in  charge  of  physicians  who  hold  corre- 
sponding professorships  on  the  teaching  staff  of  the  medical  college. 
A hospital  staff  department  head  is  on  service  the  year  round  and  has 
full  charge  of  the  department  assigned  and  the  attending  and  associate 
staffs  of  the  same.  He  regulates  terms  of  service  and  is  responsible 
for  the  proper  administration  of  his  department  and  from  every  point  of 
view.  All  staff  appointees,  as  listed  below,  are  required  to  assume  teach- 
ing positions  in  the  medical  college  as  directed.

REQUIRED  COURSES 

I.  Systematic  Anatomy.  During  the  course  each  student  dissects 
a lateral  half  of  the  body.  Osteological  loan  sets  are  provided  and 
the  study  of  the  skeleton  is  correlated  with  the  work  in  dissection.  The 
course  is  divided  into  three  parts  which  are  approximately  equivalent 
and  are  interchangeable. 

(a)  Head,  neck  and  thorax. 

(b)  Abdomen  and  pelvis. 

(c)  Upper  and  lower  extremities. 

Twelve  hours  laboratory  and  two  hours  recitation  weekly  through- 
out the  first  year.  Professor  Atwell,  Mr.  Dennee,  Drs.  Richter,  Noehren 
and  Sullivan. 

II.  Anatomy  of  the  Nervous  System  and  the  Organs  of  Special 
Sense.  The  gross  and  microscopic  anatomy  of  the  eye  and  ear  are 
first  studied.  Then  a careful  dissection  of  the  formalin-hardened  human 
brain  is  followed  by  a study  of  the  fibre-tracts  and  nuclei  of  the  spinal 
cord  and  brain  stem  from  Weigert  preparations.  The  structure  and 
functions  of  the  sympathetic  nervous  system  are  considered  in  detail. 

Six  hours  laboratory  and  three  hours  recitation  weekly,  second  term, 
first  year.  Professor  Atwell,  Dr.  J.  L.  Eckel,  and  Dr.  Sharp.

III.  Regional  and  Topographical  Anatomy.  The  practical  ap- 
plications of  anatomy  to  the  clinical  courses  of  the  succeeding  years 
are  emphasized.  Special  dissections  are  demonstrated  and  charts  and 
lantern  slides  are  freely  used  in  the  recitations. 

Three  hours  weekly  throughout  the  second  year. 

(a)  The  ear  and  nasal  and  oral  cavities.  Dr.  Trotter. 

(b)  The  female  pelvic  viscera.  Dr.  Tinkler. 

(c)  The  male  genito-urinary  system.  Dr.  Watson,  Dr.  Bethune. 

(d)  The  thorax.  Dr.  Geo.  Eckel. 

(e)  The  abdomen.  Dr.  Brennan. 

(f)  The  eye.  Dr.  Weed. 

(g)  Fluoroscopic  anatomy.  Dr. , Koenig. 

IV.  Surgical  and  Applied  Anatomy.  One  hour  weekly  during 
the  third  year.  Drs.  Lewis,  Noehren  and  Tinkler. 

V.  Histology.  The  first  half  of  the  course  comprises  the  structure 
of  the  cell,  types  of  cell  division,  and  the  derivation,  histogenesis  and 
adult  structure  of  the  elementary  tissues.  During  the  latter  half  of 
the  course  a systematic  study  is  made  of  the  histology  of  the  principal 
organs  of  the  body  exclusive  of  the  central  nervous  system. 

Nine  hours  laboratory  and  five  hours  recitation  weekly.  First  term, 
first  year.  Professor  Atwell  and  Mr.  Dennee. 

VI.  Embryology.  After  a study  of  karyokinesis,  maturation,  and 
fertilization,  the  various  steps  in  segmentation  are  taken  up.  Amphibian 
eggs  are  used  for  the  earlier  stages  of  development;  later,  serial  sections 
of  chick  embryos  of  various  ages,  and  finally,  serial  sections  of  mam- 
malian embryos  are  examined.  Charts  and  lantern  slides  are  used 
for  demonstrations,  and  museum  specimens  of  the  congenital  anomalies 
of  importance  to  the  physician  are  exhibited. 

Two  hours  laboratory  and  one  hour  recitation  weekly,  first  year. 
Dr.  Bentz. 

ELECTIVE  COURSES 

Physicians  and  properly  qualified  students  are  encouraged  to  under- 
take special  dissections  or  to  engage  in  original  investigation.  Hours 
and  fees  arranged. 

VII.  Dissections  of  a Special  Region.  The  eye,  ear,  nasal  sin- 
uses, or  the  female  pelvis.  Professor  Atwell  and  instructors. 

VIII.  Histological  and  Embryological  Technique.  The  fixing 
hardening,  embedding,  sectioning  and  staining  of  microscopical  prepara- 
tions. Practice  in  the  His  method  of  graphic  reconstruction,  and  the 
Born  wax-plate  method  of  plastic  reconstruction  from  serial  sections. 
Professor  Atwell,  Mr.  Dennee  and  assistants. 

THE  JAMES  A.  GIBSON  ANATOMICAL  SOCIETY 

The  James  A.  Gibson  Anatomical  Society  was  founded  by  the  classes  of 
1919  and  1920  in  honor  of  Dr.  James  A.  Gibson,  late  Professor  of  Anatomy 
and  Secretary  of  the  Medical  Faculty.  Its  object  is  to  promote  high  scholar- 
ship and  to  stimulate  interest  in  investigation  among  medical  students  of  the 
University. 

Mrs.  Gibson  offers  an  annual  prize  of  twenty-five  dollars  which  is  awarded 
to  the  student  attaining  the  highest  average  grade  in  anatomy  during  the  first 
two  years  of  the  medical  course.  Dr.  Lucien  Howe  offers  a medal  for  the  best 
dissection  of  the  muscles  of  the  orbit. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  BIOCHEMISTRY

1.  Biochemistry.  The  work  of  this  course  is  designed  to  acquaint 
the  student  with  the  chemical  substances  occurring  in  the  animal  body, 
and  also  in  plants,  and  to  study  their  actions  and  interactions  under 
normal  and  abnormal  body  conditions.  Some  medicinal  substances  are 
incidentally  studied.  Properties,  chemical  constitution,  laws,  theories 
and  general  principles  in  regard  to  these  substances  which  are  concerned 
more  particularly  with  vital  phenomena  are  taken  up  as  far  as  possible. 

The  lectures  are  supplemented  by  short  daily  written  or  oral 
quizzes,  and  at  times  by  demonstrations.  The  students  are  required 
to  study  collaterally  upon  the  subjects  taken  up  in  the  lecture  room. 
Mathew’s  textbook  of  Physiological  Chemistry  is  used.  Other  texts 
are  referred  to  for  collateral  reading. 

In  the  laboratory  the  student  becomes  acquainted  with  the  materials 
by  qualitative  and  quantitative  tests,  using  the  most  approved  methods. 
At  the  beginning  a brief  review  of  volumetric  analysis  or  quantitative 
chemistry  is  undertaken  in  that  each  student  prepares  his  own  standard 
acid  and  alkali  solutions,  etc.  Then  the  work  on  enzymes,  colloidal 
solutions,  lipins,  carbohydrates,  proteins,  body  fluids,  urine,  metabolism, 
etc.,  proceeds. 

The  object  held  in  view  is  to  give  an  understanding  of  problems 
that  may  come  up  in  the  practice  of  medicine,  to  give  a scientific 
foundation  for  procedure  in  laboratory  technique,  as  well  as  to  better 
equip  for  the  other  medical  sciences. 

First  Year.  Two  lectures  a week,  second  and  third  terms,  44  hours. 
Two  laboratory  periods  (4  hours)  and  one  laboratory  conference  (1 
hour)  a week,  second  and  third  terms,  110  hours. 

Two  hours  lecture,  one  hour  laboratory  conference,  and  four  hours 
laboratory  weekly,  second  and  third  terms  of  the  first  year.  Toal  154 
hours. 

Pre  requisites.  General  inorganic  and  organic  chemistry  as  desig- 
nated under  pre-medical  or  entrance  requirements.

Practical  instruction  is  given  weekly  at  the  college  in  diagnosis 
and  treatment,  with  typical  cases  from  the  dispensaries,  lantern  slides, 
and  microscopical  preparations. 

Lectures  are  given  during  the  second  and  third  terms  by  instructors 
from  different  departments  of  medicine  on  the  etiology,  pathology, 
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clinical  tests  and  cutaneous  manifestations  of  syphilis;  on  visceral, 
brain,  surgical  and  hereditary  syphilis;  on  syphilis  of  the  nervous 
system  and  the  special  senses,  and  on  treatment. 

The  clinical  work  at  the  Erie  County  Hospital  consists  in  obser- 
avation,  diagnosis  and  treatment.  The  instruction  is  in  sections. 

I.  Dermatology  and  Syphilology.  Fourth  Year.  One  hour  a 
week  during  the  first  term.  Two  hours  a week  during  the  second 
and  third  terms.  Clinical  sections  at  the  Erie  County  Hospital,  one 
hour  a week.

In  the  third  year  course  the  principles  of  Hygiene  are  taught  systematically 
from  one  of  the  standard  texts. 

Further  work  in  the  third  and  fourth  years  is  as  follows: 
a.  Lectures  on  special  subjects,  such  as  water  filtration,  sewage  disposal, 
vital  statistics,  etc.,  by  men  from  various  parts  of  the  country  recognized  as 
authorities  in  their  respective  branches.  Remaining  hours  are  given  to  recitation 
and  review. 
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6.  Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Commissioner  of  Health  of  the  City  of 
Buffalo  and  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Municipal  Hospitals,  the  students  of 
the  fourth  year  receive  instruction  during  the  mornings  of  an  entire  week  at 
the  Ernest  Wende  Hospital  for  Contagious  Diseases,  including  laboratory  work; 
here  the  work  is  under  the  personal  supervision  of  Dr.  Goodale,  who  also  sees 
that  each  student  receives  practical  instruction  in  vaccination.  In  addition  to 
the  work  at  the  Contagious  Disease  Hospital,  the  students,  under  the  super- 
vision of  Dr.  Arthur  Schaeffer,  Assistant  Health  Commissioner,  are  afforded  an 
opportunity  to  observe  the  methods  of  examination  of  school  children,  to  visit 
the  open-air  schools,  and  to  witness  the  actual  disinfection  of  a house.  A two- 
hour  session  is  also  spent  with  Dr.  Franklin  C.  Gram  in  the  Bureau  of  Vital 
Statistics,  where  the  importance  of  official  registration  of  births,  deaths,  and 
reportable  diseases  is  demonstrated. 

c.  A course  of  eleven  lectures  on  tropical  diseases  and  military  hygiene, 
during  the  first  term  of  the  fourth  year. 

d.  An  opportunity  to  inspect  places  of  interest  to  the  hygienist;  visits  are 
made  to  a model  dairy  farm,  to  a water  filtration  plant,  to  an  abattoir,  etc. 

e.  Each  student  is  assigned  the  sanitary  survey  of  a district  in  his  third 
year.  This  is  brought  to  completion  during  the  fourth  year,  and  presented  in 
the  form  of  a typewritten  and  illustrated  report  before  graduation. 

The  course  in  Medical  Jurisprudence  covers  medical  expert  testimony,  in- 
sanity in  its  legal  relation,  the  law  of  wills,  and  the  legal  rights  and  obliga- 
tions of  physicians.

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The  work  in  medicine  is  begun  in  the  second  year , as  it  is  believed 
to  be  of  advantage  to  the  student  to  acquire  some  knowledge  of  the 
clinical  aspects  of  disease  while  he  is  still  pursuing  the  more  strictly 
laboratory  branches.  It  is  intended  in  this  course  to  show  the  relations 
of  the  subject  to  physiology.  Physical  diagnosis  is  begun  in  this  year. 

During  the  third  year  there  is  a course  of  instruction  in  medicine, 
amplifying  the  recitation  with  didactic  and  clinical  teaching.  There 
is  ward  work  at  the  City  Hospital  in  which  the  clinical  conference  is 
emphasized,  and  a course  in  clinical  pathology  and  microscopy.  Small 
sections  of  the  class  are  assigned  to  the  dispensary  each  afternoon, 
where  they  are  instructed  in  the  study  of  individual  cases. 

During  the  fourth  year  the  teaching  is  practically  confined  to  squad 
work  in  the  wards  at  the  Buffalo  General  Hospital;  at  the  City 
Hospital;  at  the  Ernest  Wende  Hospital;  and  to  general  clinics  at 
the  Buffalo  General  Hospital,  which  are  so  conducted  that  they  serve 
as  reviews  and  criticisms  of  independent  work.  The  object  is  to  stimu- 
late a spirit  of  initiative  and  emulation  on  the  part  of  the  students, 
to  familiarize  them  with  the  first-hand  study  of  cases,  and  to  make 
them  responsible  for  demonstrations  in  the  clinical  and  pathological 
laboratories.  The  work  is  so  arranged  that  the  students  are  able  to 
study  the  cases  at  the  bed  side  and,  accompanied  by  the  instructors, 
to  carry  out  the  laboratory  study  of  individual  cases,  the  work  being 
done  in  the  hospital  laboratories.  The  students  are  expected  to  follow 
the  course  of  the  cases  either  until  they  are  discharged  from  the 
hospital  or  until  they  are  examined  at  autopsy.  They  are  required 
to  turn  in  their  reports  of  these  cases,  and  are  given  credit  therefor.

I.  Neurology.  The  class  receives  instruction  in  symptomatology 
and  diagnosis,  special  attention  being  given  to  the  methods  of  exam- 
ination and  history  taking.  The  diseases  of  the  cord,  the  brain,  the 
autonomic  system  and  the  peripheral  nerves,  including  neuro-pathology, 
are  systematically  covered.  One  hour  a week  throughout  the  third 
year. 

II.  Neurology.  The  course  includes  the  diseases  of  the  brain 
and  spinal  cord,  with  cerebal  and  spinal  localization,  as  well  as  the 
functional  nerve  diseases.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  clinical  ma- 
terial from  the  hospital  and  dispensary.  Diagnosis  and  treatment  are 
especially  emphasized.  The  class  is  afforded  ample  opportunity  to 
examine  patients  at  the  Buffalo  General  and  Erie  County  Hospitals. 
One  clinic  a week  during  the  entire  year  at  the  college,  the  Buffalo 
General  Hospital  or  the  Erie  County  Hospital.  Professors  Putnam, 
Kauffman,  Sharp  and  J.  L.  Eckel. 

III.  Psychiatry.  The  course  of  lectures  is  designed  not  only  for 
those  who  desire  to  make  a specialty  of  insanity  but  for  those  who 
expect  to  engage  in  general  practice.  It  is  especially  important  for 
the  general  practitioner  to  be  able  to  recognize  and  treat  cases  early 
in  their  course.  The  ample  clinical  material  furnished  by  the  Buffalo 
State  Hospital  and  by  the  psychopathic  ward  of  the  City  Hospital  are 
utilized  to  supplement  the  didactic  instruction. 

One  lecture  a week  during  the  first  and  second  terms  of  the  fourth 
year,  with  clinics  at  the  State  Hospital.  Professors  Matzinger  and

The  lectures  and  quizzes  are  conducted  by  Professor  Goldsborough, 
with  a weekly  conference  of  one  hour,  in  which  cases  are  analyzed  and 
discussed.  Obstetrical  operations  on  the  manikin  are  done  under  the 
instruction  of  Dr.  Getman.  Ward  rounds  are  held  by  Professor  Golds- 
borough and  Dr.  Getman  in  the  maternity  w&rd  of  the  General  Hospital, 
where  the  care  of  the  puerperal  patient  and  the  new-born  infant  is  dis- 
cussed. Each  student  is  required  to  attend  at  least  six  labor  cases,  and 
the  material  of  the  Maternity  Department  of  the  Buffalo  General  Hos- 
pital, the  Erie  County  Hospital,  St.  Mary’s  Infant  Asylum  and  Matern- 
ity Hospital,  the  Rescue  Home,  the  Buffalo  City  Hospital  and  the  out- 
patient department  is  available  for  this  purpose. 

Gynecology.  Professors  Goldsborough  and  King,  and  Dr. 
McKenney. 

I.  Third  Year.  One  hour  a week  lecture  by  Professor  Goldsbor- 
ough; also  dispensary  work  in  sections. 

II.  Fourth  Year.  One  two-hour  clinic  a week  throughout  the  year 
at  the  Buffalo  General  Hospital.  Professor  King. 

The  class  is  divided  into  sections  to  witness  the  various  gynecological 
operations,  and  in  wrard  rounds  at  the  hospital  instruction  is  given  in  the 
post-operative  care  of  patients.  Students  in  small  groups  are  taught 
methods  of  gynecological  diagnosis.

Third  Year.  An  opportunity  is  afforded  of  seeing  cases  at  the 
Good  Samaritan  Dispensary,  the  Charity  Eye  and  Ear  Hospital,  and 
the  Buffalo  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary,  and  in  the  college  building.  In 
these  institutions  several  thousands  of  new  eye  cases  are  seen  each  year. 

Clinics  in  sections,  one  hour  a week  throughout  the  year.  Professors 
Starr  and  Bennett  and  Instructors. 

II.  Ophthalmology.  (Including  refraction  and  ophthalmacology.) 
Fourth  Year.  A series  of  lectures  at  the  College,  one  hour  weekly 
throughout  the  year.  Professors  Starr  and  Bennett. 

Fourth  Year.  Dispensary  sections,  two  hours  a week  for  ten  weeks. 
Professors  Starr  and  Bennett  and  Instructors. 

At  the  dispensaries  instruction  is  given  in  the  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment of  the  various  diseases  of  the  eye,  and  particular  attention  is 
given  to  the  teaching  of  refraction  and  the  use  of  the  ophthalmoscope. 

In  addition,  ward  patients  at  the  Buffalo  General,  German  Dea- 
coness, Children’s,  Municipal  and  City  Hospitals  are  available  for  study; 
and  here  the  various  surgical  operations  on  the  eye  are  demonstrated.

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I.  Third  Year.  One  hour  a week  during  the  year.  The  class  re- 
ceives instruction  in  the  anatomy  and  diseases  of  the  nose,  throat  and 
ear,  with  dispensary  work  in  small  sections. 

II.  Fourth  Year.  One  hour  and  a half  each  week  during  the  year. 
All  clinical  work,  in  sections. 

The  class  is  divided  into  sections  of  not  more  than  six  students, 
and  instructed  in  examination,  diagnosis,  treatment  and  the  conduct 
of  operations.  The  sections  meet  in  the  various  hospitals  and  dispen- 
saries of  the  city.  Particular  attention  is  given  to  the  anatomy,  physi- 
ology and  disease  of  the  internal  ear,  the  vestibular  apparatus  and  the 
pathways  in  the  brain  and  their  relations  to  lesions  of  the  brain.

I.  Second  Year.  General  Pathology.  Three  periods  of  four  hours 
each,  chiefly  laboratory  work,  each  week  during  the  second  half  year. 

II.  Third  Year.  Gross  Pathology  and  Pathological  Histology.  Two 
hours  lectures  or  recitations  throughout  the  year  and  two  hours  labor- 
atory work  during  the  first  and  second  terms.  (Hereafter  most  of  this 
work  will  be  given  in  the  second  year).  Two  hours  demonstration  each 
week  during  the  year.  Attendance' at  autopsies. 

III.  Fourth  Year.  Gross  Pathology.  One  hour  conference  each 
week  throughout  the  year.  Attendance  at  autopsies. 

(Every  graduate  is  required  to  have  attended  at  least  ten  autopsies, 
which  count  as  twenty  hours  additional  laboratory  work;  most  students 
attend  a considerably  larger  number.) 

Optional  Courses.  Subject  to  arrangement. 

Bacteriology.  Dr.  Patterson. 

I.  Second  Year.  Three  periods  of  four  hours  each,  laboratory  work 
in  the  main,  each  week  during  the  first  half  year. 

Pathology  is  taught  chiefly  in  the  laboratory.  Both  general  pathology  and 
pathological  anatomy  are  taught  by  means  of  fresh  specimens  from  autopsies 
and  museum  preparations,  illustrating  all  the  important  morbid  conditions.  The 
museum  contains  a large  and  valuable  collection  of  pathological  specimens  that 
are  used  constantly.  Dr.  Collins  is  jn  charge  of  the  museum.  The  number  of 
autopsies  is  ample.  A special  effort  is  made  to  have  the  clinical  aspects  of  the 
cases  explained  when  an  autopsy  is  made,  and  its  clinical  and  pathological  feat- 
ures are  studied  in  connection  with  each  other  at  weekly  conferences.  Advanced 
and  graduate  students  are  encouraged  to  make  use  of  the  laboratory  for  study 
or  research. 

In  the  second  year  the  principles  of  general  pathology  are  taken  up.  The 
course  consists  of  recitations,  and  of  laboratory  work  covering  the  same  ground 
as  the  recitations.  In  the  laboratory,  microscopic  specimens  illustrating  such 
processes  as  the  degenerations,  necrosis,  inflammation,  infections,  and  tumors, 
are  prepared  and  studied;  as  are  also  the  results  of  experiments.  Students  have 
practice  in  the  use  of  the  most  important  staining  solutions. 
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The  work  of  the  third  year  consists  of  the  following  parts: 

1.  Gross  Pathology.  Demonstrations  of  fresh  material  and  of  museum 
specimens. 

2.  Attendance  at  Autopsies. 

8.  Pathological  Histology.  Students  mount  sections  illustrating  the  most 
important  diseased  conditions,  and  sketch,  and  study  the  same  with  the 
microscope. 

4.  Recitations,  which  are  correlated  as  far  as  possible  with  the  preceding 
courses. 

Fourth  year  students  continue  to  attend  conferences  on  recent  cases  and 
such  autopsies  as  are  obtained  in  cases  studied  at  the  bedside  6r  demonstrated 
in  clinics. 

Bacteriology  is  taught  by  laboratory  work  and  recitations  extending  through 
the  second  year.  Each  student  makes  his  own  culture  media,  and  studies 
typical  species  of  bacteria  as  well  as  the  special  bacteriology  of  water,  milk,  etc. 
Particular  attention  is  given  to  the  practical  applications  of  bacteriology  to 
medicine,  surgery,  and  preventive  medicine.  The  laboratory  is  equipped  with 
all  necessary  apparatus.  Lectures  covering  the  general  principles  of  bacteriology 
and  illustrated  with  lantern  views  are  also  biven.  Immunology  is  included  in 
the  course  in  bacteriology.

I.  Third  Year.  Two  hours  a week  of  lectures,  or  clinical  demon- 
stration of  cases.  Dispensary  work  in  sections. 

The  section  work  of  the  third  year  is  at  Health  Centre  No.  7 con- 
nected with  the  Children’s  Hospital.  It  includes  (a)  the  chief  dietetic 
department,  to  which  are  referred  all  the  difficult  cases  of  infant  feed- 
ing from  fourteen  “milk  dispensaries”  and  (b)  the  central  pediatric 
dispensary,  for  all  dispensary  cases  up  to  sixteen  years  of  age.  It  is 
the  only  dispensary  for  children’s  diseases  in  the  city  of  Buffalo. 

Cases  are  directed  to  be  sent  there  by  the  city  commission  of  Hos- 
pitals and  dispensaries,  by  the  district  nurses’  association,  the  city 
physicians,  the  poor  department,  etc. 

It  has  a full  quota  of  departments  in  all  the  specialties,  including 
mental  reading. 

Students  in  groups  of  two  or  three  receive  personal  instruction  in 
history  taking,  physical  examination,  diagnosis  and  treatment. 

II.  Fourth  Year.  One  and  one-half  hours  a week. 

Students  have  personal  instruction  and  demonstration  in  the  Chil- 
dren’s Hospital,  Harrington  Hospital,  Municipal  Hospital  for  tubercu- 
losis of  lungs,  glands  and  bones,  Ernest  Wende  Hospital  for  contagious 
diseases  and  two  orphan  asylums. 

Where  the  type  of  case  is  unusual  or  the  patient  too  ill  to  be 
handled,  there  are  general  clinics,  conducted  in  sections.

I.  and  II.  Pharmacology. 

A practical  study  of  the  general  physical  and  chemical  properties 
of  the  important  drugs  is  made;  the  different  types  of  pharmacopoeial 
preparations  are  taken  up,  and  the  methods  of  their  manufacture  and 
standardization  are  illustrated  by  practical  exercises  and  demonstra- 
tions; the  physiological  action  of  the  principal  drugs  is  considered, 
especial  emphasis  being  placed  on  this  phase  of  the  subject.  Supple- 
menting the  lecture  work  is  a laboratory  course  which  includes,  besides 
the  practical  exercises  already  referred  to,  a series  of  experiments 
to  illustrate  how  the  functions  of  the  important  physiological  mech- 
anisms may  be  modified  by  drugs. 

165  hours  of  lecture  and  laboratory,  in  the  second  year.  Professor 
Koch  and  Dr.  Eisenberger. 

III.  Therapeutics. 

In  this  course  the  therapeutic  indications  governing  the  use  of 
drugs,  in  the  treatment  of  disease,  are  emphasized,  and  prescription 
writing  is  taught. 

44  hours  in  the  third  year.  Dr.  Lohnes. 

IV.  Therapeutics. 

Instruction  in  this  course  consists  of  a series  of  lectures  upon  the 
principles  and  the  application  of  therapeutic  measures  other  than  drugs 
—psychotherapy,  hydrotherapy,  mechanotherapy,  dietotherapy,  etc. — in 
the  treatment  of  disease. 

33  hours  in  the  third  year.  Professor  Matzinger,  Drs.  Lohnes  and 
Mankell. 

V.  Therapeutics. 

In  this  course  the  treatment  of  the  patient,  with  an  established 
diagnosis,  is  discussed.  The  indications  for  drug  theraphv  are  taken  up, 
the  selection  of  proper  drugs  is  considered  and  the  writing  of  prescrip- 
tions is  emphasized.  The  indications  for  therapeutic  measures  other 
than  drugs  are  also  discussed  and  demonstrations  of  their  application 
made.

I.  Second  Year.  The  instruction  outlines  the  principles  of  surgical 
pathology.  Two  recitations  a week  during  the  second  half  of  the  year. 

II.  Third  Year.  Four  hours  a week  of  instruction,  divided  among 
recitations,  lectures  and  practical  demonstrations.  This  is  supple- 
mented by  section  work  in  the  dispensary  and  by  clinics. 

III.  Fourth  Year.  The  class  spends  the  entire  five  mornings  in 
surgery  during  eleven  weeks.  One  hour  each  morning  is  didactic,  the 
rest  is  spent  in  the  ward  in  clinical  clerkships  under  the  active  super- 
vision of  the  surgical  teaching  staff,  of  whom  two  are  always  at  hand 
for  this  purpose.  There  is  a diagnostic  clinic  for  the  entire  class  each 
Saturday  throughout  the  year.  Instruction  in  the  preparation  and 
interpretation  of  X-ray  plates  is  given  by  Dr.  Koenig.  Special  instruc- 
tion in  anesthesia. 

Orthopedic  Surgery.  Professor  Plummer. 

Lectures  are  given  at  the  College,  and  cases  are  studied  in  ward 
classes  at  the  General  Hospital;  X-ray  diagnosis  is  included  in  this 
course.  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Children’s  Hospital,  where  the  practical 
and  operative  features  of  this  branch  of  surgery  are  shown. 

I.  Third  Year.  Twenty- two  lectures;  with  clinics  in  sections. 

II.  Fourth  Year.  Clinics  in  sections,  completing  twenty- three 
hours  for  the  third  and  fourth  years. 

Genito-Urinary  Surgery  Professor  Parmenter,  Drs,  Carpenter, 
Bethune  and  Watson. 

In  the  third  year  the  lectures  cover  genito-urinary  anatomy,  path- 
ology and  operative  procedures,  including  cystoscopy  and  endoscopy, 
These  are  fully  illustrated  by  lantern-slide  demonstrations.  Later,  two 
clinics  a week  are  held  at  the  Municipal  Hospital. 

I.  Third  Year.  Sixteen  lectures;  with  clinics  in  sections. 

II.  Fourth  Year.  Clinics  in  sections,  completing  twenty-nine  hours 
for  the  third  and  fourth  years.

COLLEGE  OF  ARTS  AND  SCIENCES 

The  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  (established  in  1913)  oifers  the  following 
courses  of  instruction : The  Arts  course,  leading  to  the  degree  of  B.  A. ; the 
Science  course,  leading  to  the  degree  of  B.  S. ; courses  in  Education,  in  close 
cooperation  with  the  School  Department  and  the  State  Normal  School;  courses 
in  Library  Science. 

For  students  entering  upon  the  study  of  medicine,  a pre-medical  course  of 
two  years  is  required.  The  tuition  fee  for  the  year  to  regular  students,  taking 
from  15  to  18  hours  a week,  is  $130.  There  is  in  addition  a matriculation  fee 
of  $5,  a fee  for  each  laboratory  course,  and  one  deposit  of  $7  to  cover  breakage. 
Special  students,  taking  less  than  15  hours  are  admitted  on  consultation  with 
the  Dean  and  Instructor.  The  fee  for  special  students  is  $8  for  each  hour  of 
instruction  weekly;  i.  e.,  those  electing  a course  meeting  three  times  a week 
pay  $24,  in  , addition  to  the  matriculation  fee.  Through  the  generosity  of 
various  friends,  several  scholarships  are  available. 

Applicants  for  entrance  to  either  the  pre-medical  or  the  regular  courses  must 
present  evidence  of  graduation  from  a recognized  high-school,  or  its  equivalent.
